Deep Down Hot Springs Form Veins 


of Precious Petals, 


Steamboat Springs, Nevada, hus fig- 


ured prominently in discussions of the 
origin of ore deposits. 
The waters of 


these springs contain the precious met- 
als iu minute quantities, and the sinter 
deposited by them contains several 
minerals tbat are common constituents 
of ores, as.well as small ciuautitley o£ 
many of the rarer metallic constituents 
of ore deposits, including sold and sil- 
ver. 


Such springs, therefore, suggest that 


many und perhaps most ore beuriuji* 


j veins luive been formed by hot -waters 


rising- from great depths, which have 
brought their metal contents up In so- 
lution and deposited them In open 
spaces or fissures In the rocks through 
which the waters pas-sod, tbo deposi- 
tion of some ores being: Influenced by 
clitiiniciil reaction \vltl\ tho surrounvHuy 
rock. Many ore deposits arc nudoubt- 


edly formed in other ways, for some 
QTG unquestionably oj scdiroentaivy 01 
Igin, nnd the metal content of some 
others hns been carried down, retlcpos 
ttcd and concentrated by rain water 
that descended into the- earth's crust, 
bnt the "hycU'othermal" orijrlu-th.it is 
their deposition from ascending hot 
•water—of many of tUe .more valuable 
ore deposits is indicated by tho close 
relation observed at m.-iny places In 
tween 
ml.ueral veins 
and 
eruptive 


rocks. Thermal waters are believed to 
be, In part at. least, given off by slow 
ly cooling -and soI&iCyiiijr masses of 
igneous rock imagmal d::cp within the 
earth.—Geological Survey Bulletin.
